FRANKFORT, Ky. — Gov. 
Louie B. Nunn signed into law 
yesterday the bill raising the 
interest ceiling for home loans 
from 7 to 8.5 per cent. 

’Hie measure, House Bill 622. 
has an emergency clause which 
means it will go into effect im¬ 
mediately. 

Nunn said economic advisers 
in Washington as well as here 
have told him they thought the 
bill was in keeping with the 
economic situation nationally. 

It allows interest rates up to 
8.5 per cent only on loans for 
buying or renovating single¬ 
family houses. The bill was 
drafted in accordance with 
Nunn’s wishes after he vetoed 
Senate Bill 139, which would 
have allowed banks to charge 
up to 9 per cent interest on 
loans under $7,500 and have tak¬ 
en the ceiling off altogether on 
larger ones. 

Nunn said economic advisers 
last week and again yesterday 
assured him that “this legisla¬ 
tive solution is sound, that it 
will be helpful in bringing mon¬ 
ey into Kentucky, that it will 
make new homes available, and 
that it is in keeping with if not 
in the forefront of, the national 
economic trend.” 

In arguing for the higher in- 
lerest ceiling during the legis¬ 
lative session, bankers and home 
builders had maintained the pre¬ 
sent 7 per cent ceiling had all 
but stopped home building in 
Kentucky. They said money was 
not coming into the state for 
that purpose because it could 
draw higher returns elsewhere. 

“With the help of this legis¬ 
lation,” Nunn asserted, “the 
home-buying season and the 
home-building season will begin 
on a more optimistic note than 


TOBACCO STOCK DOWN — 
Although tobacco held under 
government loan increased 12 
million pounds, to 1.26 billion 
pounds, as of Jan. 1, total stocks 
of tobacco in the United States 
actually declined 220 million 
pounds from a year earlier — 
from 5.18 billion pounds to 4.96 
billion pounds, says the U. S.

The Legislature did estab¬ 
lish that it can exercise a 
measure of independence with¬ 
out needlessly battling the 
governor.

And the caliber of freshman 
legislator showed that the 
muchmaligned Assembly still 
can attract some able young 
talent, even if never enough. 

But the fact is that, despite 
many fine individuals the 1970 
session didn’t get a lot done. 

It did muddle through to 
some steps to clear up the 
Sunday closing law confusion. 
It improved the approach to 
miners’ black-lung problems, 
end it centralized tuberculosis 
programs. 

It authorized a major effort 
in low-cost housing and a 
vote on a 48-million-dollar 
bond issue for facilities mainly 
for mental health, corrections 
and vocational training.

TEACHERS PW BILL 
DIES IN SENATE 


FRANKFORT, Ky. — The 
teachers professional negotia¬ 
tions bill died in the Senate 
during the final minutes of 
the 1970 session when an ef¬ 
fort w'as made to bring it to 
a final vote. 

HB 2155 would have given 
teachers the right to negotiate 
with their respective school 
boards on such matters as pay, 
hours, and working conditions. 

As amended in the House 
before passage, however, the 
bill would have prohibited 
Strikes during the period of 
the negotiations contract and 
also have excluded certain 
areas of possible negotiations 
such as curriculum.

He was charged with know¬ 
ingly selling firearms to out-of 
state residents carrying on a 
firearms business without a fed¬ 
eral license, and selling stolen 
weapons which had been trans¬ 
ported across state lines. 

A Treasury Department offi¬ 
cial said Day had been under 
investigation since January.

—I can’t go against all the mon¬ 
ey that (state Democratic Chair¬ 
man J. R.) Miller and his rogu¬ 
es could collect.” 

Chandler was defeated in his 
1963 and 1967 primary efforts 
for a third term. 

Chandler said he has not talk¬ 
ed to Republican Gov. Louie B. 
Nunn, a current ally, about his 
political plans.
